If Johnny’s mother brought him up to be a selfish, spoiled brat, 
who bit and fought and scratched and “sassed” her he will inevitably 
make the sort of dverbearing, tyrannical husband, whose wife will 
spend a few years wishing she had died on her wedding day and then 
head out for Reno. If mother brings up Susie to be a pampered 
darling, who never considers anybody but herself and who sits down 
and cries for a thing until she gets it, she will make the grasping, 
greedy, gimme wife who will drive away husband to drink, or death, 
or some other woman. 


And the opposite of this is equally true. If from their babyhood | 
Johnny and Susie have been taught to control their tempers, to respect | 
the rights of others, to give and take and play the game and to have| 
a high sense of duty and responsibility, they will have that within them 
which will erable them to make a success of marriage. Just as the 
Battle of Waterloo was won on the cricket fields of Eton, so is a mar- 
riage won or lost in the nursery. 

Undoubtedly there are cases in which mothers deliberately set out 
to wreck their children’s marriages. Sometimes a possessive mother can- 
not endure to be parted from a son or daughter, and she schemes until 
she alienates John from his wife or Susie from her husband and gets 
them divorced and back under her wing. Sometimes a mother is so filled 
with insane jealousy over her children loving their husbands and wives 
better than they do her that she wrecks their homes out of sheer revenge. 


But such cases are rare. Most mothers want their children to be 
happy and their marriages to be successful, and if often times they are 
accessory to the crime of wrecking their children’s homes they sin 
through ignorance rather than malice aforethought ; 


Perhaps the one greatest thing that any mother can do toward 
securing her children’s happiness when they marry is to refrain from 
going to live with them. Any young couple who go off by4hem- 
selves when they marry have a 100 per cent better chance of mcking 
a go of their marriage than they have if there is a mother-in-law in 
the house, 


Any third party who is always under foot separates a young husband | 
and wife and bars them from the confidences that they would have if | 
there was no one about. Many a quarrel that brings about a permanent 
estrangement would end in tears and kisses and reconciliation if mother 
wasn’t around refereeing the fight. Anyway, brides are touchy and 
bridegrooms have a chip on their shoulders and no matter how good 
and kind and tactful a mother-in-law is, she can’t avoid giving offense | 
and getting on the nerves of her in-laws. 


Mother makes or breaks a marriage, according to whether she “sells” 
her children their mates, or dissatisfies them with their bargains, All 
of us grow up with the idea that has been inculcated in us since our 
babyhood, that “mother knows best,” and we never quite lose it. So if 
mother is always telling Susie how iucky she is to have a husband like 
John, Susie thinks so, too. And if she is always praising Janey's house- 
keeping to Tom, Tom swells out his chest and congratulates himself upon 
knowing how to pick out a wife. 


But if mother is always picking on the husbands and wives of her 
children and calling Susie's attention to all of John’s little peculiarities 
and criticizing his manners, Susie gets disillusioned and wonders what 
she ever saw in him that made her want to marry him. And if mother | 
is always calling Tom's attention to Janey’s new dresses, and to how 
many bridge clubs she belongs and how much she entertains, Tom thinks 
he has been stung and that he has nothing but an extravagant gadabout | 
for a wife. Half the men and women in the world wouldn't know what | 
poor faulty creatures their wives and husbands are if their mothers didn't 
tell them about it. 


And it is mothers who are first aid to divorce, nine times out of | 
ten. For it is mother who can put out a steadying hand when her | 
children begin to weaken #nder the strain and disappointments of 
marriages that have not turned out all velvet. 


It is mother who can say: “Come home, my poor, persecuted darling, 
and let mother pet you.” Or she can say: “I didn’t bring you up to be a 
quitter. Stand up and take it on the chin, and make the best of the 
bargain you have made.” | 


Most mothers think that when their children marry their respon- 
sibility for their happiness ends, but it doesn’t. How the marriage turns 
out depends just as much upon mother as it does upon the young bride 
and bridegroom, DOROTHY DIX.

ALUMINUM PAINT

Aluminum paint is coming invw 


| on bare wood, to be finished with}

When aluminum paint is applied 
the metal flakes float to the top 
of the film of varnish. After hard- | 
ening, the varnish is thus covered 
with a thin sheet of metal, and it

| its usefulness as an undercoat. The 
life of paint depends on the firm- 
ness with which the undercoat is 
attached to the surface to which 
it is applied. The loosening of 
paint is due to the breaking of this 
bond. The ultra violet rays of the 
sun are destructive to the oils in 
paint, and are one of the causes of 
paint failure, With the first coat} 
of varnish protected by its surface 
of the aluminum, the bond is given

a much longer life than when it is 
exposed to the destructive violet! 
rays. | 

Aluminum being opaque, this 
paint is excellgnt for a first coat 


when a surface that is dark in color 


is to be repainted a lighter color 
or white. The aluminum will hide 
the dark tone, and one coat of 
paint on top of it may be sufficient 
to give the desired result With 
ordinary paint, at least three coat 
will usually be needed to hide the 
dark color underneath 

There is a great difference: in 
aluminum paints, and it is always 
well worth while to get a high 
grade. In manufacture, aluminum 
flakes acquire a fine coating of 
grease, which if not removed, will 
prevent their close bonding with 
the varnish. The color will then be 
gray. In high grades of aluminum 
flakes or powder, the grease has 
been removed, and the final color 
then remains brilliant. I had an ex-

Manitoba Board of Boxing Supervisors, visited here. He went into}
